Rogers, has received an important 
bulletin from the College of Agricul- 
ture in reference to seed corn, which 
is presenting such a problem to the 
farmers all over the country. The 
bulletin savs in part: 

Only the earliest gathered corn is 
tit for seed. Most of the corn that 
was in the field during the zero 
weather of December, or corn gath- 
ered before that date, is worthless for 
seed. The Experiment Station has 
tested such corn from different coun- 
ties uf the State, and the result is 
the same in i 

ten to twenty per cent of it will | 
All farmers who did not gather 
dry their seed corn early, 
did not, sliuuld immediately take a 
quantity of the earliest gathered corn 
in. in ttieir cribs and begin to test it 
tor germination. Nut an ear should be 
planted in Kentucky this year with- 
out testing. Failure to make a ger- 
mination test of seed is likely to mean 
a loss of hundreds of dollars to the far- 
mer negleeting it. 

Don't depend upon buying seed. 
Little goud seed can be bought, for 
tin conditions are similar all over the 
country and are worse in the northern 
stales. Tha small stock of good seed 
corn in the hands of i 
dealers will be < 

I v. Don't buy seed corn at all 
the geiminatiaii ia guaranteed. 

If you have seed corn save it all for 
seed. It you have new corn that is 
tit for seed, save it all. The State 
and country need it.

An evidence of the radical change in 
sentiment in thi! country within the 
rait few yearn, we would cite our read- 
ers to the evolution of ihe income tax. 
Hut a few yearn ago the man would 
income tax in Con- 
i would have effectually signed Ml 
■ath wirrant. We had 
• from more than a cen- 
tury'! experience that indirect taxation 
wet the only kind of taxation for which 
the American people would stand 
Kven in our state and municipal govern 
menta personal earnings play no part in 
Ihe scheme of taxation and even per- 
sonal property is largely exempt. 

But as the expense! of government 
bounced to unheard of figures, it be- 
came evident that direct taxation 
would have to be resorted to, and the 
incomes of the land were selected as 
the best able to bear it. This tax was 
at first verv light and only placed on 
very large incjmee. 

Gradually the limit lia« been lowered, 
until now all yearly income! 
lor tingle men and $M*> for m 
family, must come to the help of 
tovernment. 

Itul why the limit? Why should the 
man who makes i:W a v.nr be exempt 
from the tax simply because he failed 
to annex that odd dollar? He may be 
far better able to tpare the money 
than the man who earns $1000 or even 
|tm a vcar. 

Cettin right down to the gut of the 
matter, isn't anv limit arbitrary and 
unjuit? That depends entirely upon 
the light in which we view the matter 
of taxation. If we regard it as a bur 
den. then perhaps we should set a limit 
under which no man thould be asked to 
share in it. But is taxation entirely a 
burden? Itn't it rather one of our 
greatett privileges that we be permit 
ted to tnare in the maintenance of th. 
jfovurtimpn t that protects* us !,.«.■-• 
us what we are? 

If we would go deep enough Inlo this 
queatien of taxation we might discover 
that the aloofness with which many 
Americana view their government aris- 
es largely from the fact that they have 
never bean made to feel that they lui- 
vital relation to that 
it it an institution 
for which they are in do way retpnnsi- 
■If and to which they owe none but a 
negative allegiance. 

Americana might well begin think- 
ing of a universal tax. It may come 
and sooner than many of ut ausiiect.

Yoo will have the 
one loop In middle of hairpin lo start 
again. 

If yon wish fo make u centerpiece 
of leaves, try this sfltch. First work an 
■ .iillnary stitch from side lo aide fol- 
lowing the outline on the leaf. A cut 
stitch is a series of stitches taken 
from side to side between two lines. 
After the leaf Is till,., I with cat slit, li- 
es, take a new thread, and sturtlug up 
■Sal top of Hie leaf lake two tight but- 
tonhole stitches where the threads 
cross, then carry the threud across to 
the nest crossed stlichee'oii opposite 
side and again lake two buttonhole 
siiiches.
